Is the Time Ripe to 


Ever since the Church of 
God has been reestablished, 
there has been a growing de- 
mand for an instution of learn- 
ing owned and controlled by 
the Church, where our boys 
and girls can receive the nec- 
essary education and train- 
ing. There is not only a de- 
mand for what is termed a 
commom education, but also 
for a school where grown up 
young men and women can 
be given a Bible course to 
better equip and qualify them 
for the ministry, and to do 


Christian work of any kind. 
This subject has oftenbeen 


mentioned and enthusiastic- 
ally discussed in the Assem- 
bly. Ventures have been 
made that were later with- 
drawn for want of substan- 
tial backing. It seems that 
the time has. never come 
when faith and efforts were 
quite sufficient for the un- 
dertaking. The mountains of 
difficulties have never yet 
been leveled down or cast 
into the sea. Men of means 
have never yet rallied to the 
support of suchan institution. 

At different timesand places 
there have been some local 
schools of only short dura- 
tion. These may have been 
the introductory droppings, 
and probably the refreshing 
showers willbegin to materi- 
alize a little later. 


But time is swiftly pass- 
ing by, and many of the boys 
and girls willsoon have pass- 
ed the time of receiving an 
education. And many of 
the. young preachers will 
have floated and worked 
along the best they could un- 
til such an education or train- 
ing that they so much desir- 
ed will be impossible. to ac- 
quire. 

For several years, along in 
the late summer and early 
fall, numerous letters have 
found their way to our desk 
inquiring about school. Ap- 
plicxtions are still coming, 
and sadness creeps over our 
spirit as we reply that we 
have nothing to offer them. 
We have to tell them that 
we have no school, and little 
prospect of any soon. | won-

1 am sure there are plenty 
of people that wanttheschool, 
but lam not so sure .that 





there are plenty of people 
that want to invest their 
money in such an institution. 
If they do, they would surely 
begin to let it be known in 
some way. As no offer of 
this kind of any consequence 
has ever been made to my 
knowledge, I conclude there 
are none that care anything 
about the Church of God and 
such an institution, that have 
the money they could put in- 
to it. 


Our people are all merely 
common livers and hard 
workers. They are industri- 
ous and willing to make sac- 
rifices, but about all they can 
do thus far is to support their 
families, and the church they 
have learned to love so well. 
Indeed, I haven’t the heart to 
ask for means toadd the 
school project to the Assem- 
bly building at the present. 
Itisonly hoped that some 
who have the money already 
made and lying in the banks 
will decide to lend their as- 
sistance to this great and im- 
poriant project. But I do not 
know of any of this class that 
are in the Church of God. 
And we can hardly hope for 
outsiders to help us. 


Some of our dear ones are 
wanting us to press the school 
project, but I confess | am at 
a great loss to know how to 
do it uiderthe citcumstan- 
ces, much as I would love to 
do it. In many places our 
people are compelledto build 
new structures to have some 
place for worship. This is 
taxing them to their limit, and 
the Assembly building we 
have already purchased 
must be paid for, so unless 
some men of means are will- 
ing to turn their money into 
this channel | see no way 
yet. 

But the school is greatly 
needed. Many of our 
preacherswould loveto spend 
two or three months in the 





winter season preparing 








themselves for better service 
in the future. Some of our 
young men, who felt the need 
of school so keenly, have 
gone to other schools, and as 
a result they have fallen into 
an influence that opposed 
the Church of God and we 
have lost them entirely. This 
is very unsatisfactory, and 
will, if we allow such to con- 
tinue, sooner or later result in 
something serious and de- 
moralizing. Really, the time 
is at hand when something 
must be done on an educa- 
tional line by the church, but 
what shall we do? 

No doubt there are latent 
powers in many young peo- 
ple that are lying dorment, 
and never will be utilized for 
God and His Church simply 
because they have had no 
training or developement to 
uncover and utilize them. 
All such as this has a _ ten- 
dency to weaken the church 
instead of strengthening it. 
We ought to be able in the 
next few years to turn loose 
on this lost world a host of

men and women that will be 
able to wield the sword of 
the Spirit in sucha dexterious 
manner that the fire of con- 
viction andsalvation willburn 
theit way much more rapid- 
ly than we are able tospread 
itnow. But if our young 
men are compelled to go to 
other schools to satisfy their 
desire for an education, and 
by such a method we lose 
them from our ranks, who 
will fall into line and follow 
our tracks as we are forced 
to lay down the Word byold 
age and death? 

The Church of God has 
no college or Bible training 
school, but is the time ripe to 
spring this subject? How 
long will it be that we willbe 
compelled to acknowledge 
this? Could it be possible 
that any of our people have 
money laid up that willsoon- 
er or later fall into the hands 
of wicked heirs to be used 
for the devil? Surely this 
cannot be. 

Other churches and _insti- 
tutions have had legaciesleft 
them by wealthy people as 
they passed over the river of 





death. Such as this has nev- 
er fallen tothe Church of 
God. But in the beginning 
it is said that quice a number 
sold their possessions and 
gave all the price’ to the 
church while they were still 
living. This kind seems bet- 
terto me. Give it while 
they live and see some ofthe 
results of their gift. That is 
truly apostolic order. 


Well, if | keep on in this 
way, !teel that somebody 
will soon catch the spirit of 
Joses, (Acts 4:36) and begin 
to have a desire to invest 
their money in our institution 
of learning, and live to see a 
hostof trained soldiers go out, 
fully equipped with a good 
general knowledge, and a 
Bible training that will ac- 
complish far morethan the 
same people could ever ac- 
complish without such train- 
ing, even though they are 
filled with the Holy Ghost 
and faith, which qualification 
is always inJispensible. 

| hope some body that has 
the means will study over 
this matter till the assemblv 
meets in November and be 
readyto turn loose afew 
thousand dollars to assist in 
launching an educational 
institution. Do I see any 


.||hands of approval raised on 


this? Dol hear any amens? 
I fancy I hear a chorus of 
voices shouting theirapprov- 
al, but noise is not all that it 
will take, but noise is some- 
times a great help. 


Now, beloved, suppose we 
pray about this matter, and 
ask the Lord to help usin this 
matter. To be sure we nev- 
er want to substitue learning 
for the power of the Holy 
Ghost, but to have a good 
command of language, and a 
store of knowledge at our 
command, and be full of the 
Holy Ghost and faith besides, 
will make gtants for God in- 
stead of dwarfs. Then to 
know how to rightly divide 
the Scriptures (2 Tim. 2:15.) 
is an indispensible attain- 
ment that must be - reached
